The 
averapce 
Cantonese, 
or th« 
whole 3,000,000 of ugly faces that one 
sees swarming in the streets and on the 
boats, do not win much friendly or af- 
fectionate feeling. They repel one in 
every way, and I watch them as I would 
the gambols of apes or the antics ol 
gome half-civilized missing-link tribe ol 
heathens. Their boldness, hostility, and 
insolence of attitude in time almost over- 
come one's sympathy for their miser- 
able lot, and to be unti-Chinese, to hate 
the race with a deep, double-dyed Denis 
Kearney intensity one need only to see 
them in their chosen city. 
If in the 
heat of the anti-Chinese excitements in 
America some shrewd politician had 
only come to Canton, watched, studied, 
«nd pried into the life of this crowded 
city, he could have gone home with an 
illustrated lecture that would have 
been the most forcible argument foi 
the restriction act or an expulsion or an 
extermination act 
The Chinatown ol 
San Francisco is a rose-garden, an 
idyllic Petit Trianon of a place, com- 
pared to the reality of a Chinese city, 
and illustrations drawn from what one 
sees there fall short of the true thing. 


The Temple of HorrorB, so called, is 
really a temple for the worship of the 
tutelary diety of walled cities, but it 
takes its unpleasant name from the 
tableaux of the Buddish hell in alcoves 
in the court-yard. 
It is the populai 
temple of the lower class, and the 
open court besides its instructive warn- 
ing of a transgressor's certain hereafter, 
is where the fortune-tellers assemble 
to tell their customers of the immédiat« 
future. It is a crowded, dirty place, 
and we stepped from our chairs right 
into the midst of the throng, I almost 
jogging the elbow of an outdoor dentisi 
who had a victim writhing under the 
forceps at the moment 
Among all 
the other 
kinks 
in 
the 
Chinese 
brain the queerest is their idea that a 
toothache is caused by a nicked worm 
inside of the tooth. 
When conviaced 
that he has a worm in his tooth, e 
Chinaman goes straightway to have il 
pulled, and all who roam the streetr 
have instructive or entertaining views 
of the dentist's skill and the patient's 
nerve. 
These outdoor dentists are sc 
common, and sajQTering men so plenti- 
ful, that one begins to think that the 
tooth pulling has become the pastime 
or the latest fashion with the people. 
The dentist preserves the teeth that he 
extracts, and weaves them on strings 
into long fringes that hang like tassel« 
or trophies before his stand. 
They re- 
mind one of the button strings of child- 
hood, and one has often to dodge these 
molar fringAs in going about on foot 
The fortune-tellers are mainly placid, 
passive, middle-aged men, who hand 
one a box of bamboo splints to draw a 
stibk from. Each stick has a number 
or character on it, and the oracle thee 
consults a chart or a book, mumbles tc 
himself and writes out on a slip of pa- 
per what the future has in store. The 
fortunes that they tell are nearly always 
good ones, and for five cents One get« 
written out a long string of character« 
that promise success in business ven- 
tures, pleasant journeys, much money 
and long life. The beggars in rags were 
trying fate at reduced rates in half-ceni 
installment, and wise, aldermanic old 
Chinamen in silk coats and gowns were 
hanging as intently over the strokes oi 
the fortune-teller's brush. 
Our ven- 
ture with the sticks drew somethina 
like 200 or 500 stony, storing faces 
around that particular fortune-teller'« 
table, but as they neither cheered no* 
groaned when destiny was expounded 
it could not be supposed that the inter- 
est was at all personaL

Tbe Week of the BepabUean OenrentleB 
la Impeded b j the Credential 
and Beaolntien Com« 
mittees. 


Tke Froeeedlngg To-Day CHfen In an 
Elaborate Way. 


CoKTBimoir 
HALL, 
OBXOAOO, Jane 
20. —The great oonvention hall fills more 
rapidly this morning than yesterday. 
Some of the speotatora have disearded 
their ooats. The old wahint desk, with 
its gilt lettering, telling that from it 
Blaine and Oarfield were nominated in 
thic city, ezeiteB a great deal of ciuiosity 
from the people on the stage in its 
Tieinity. The desk top ia searred with 
deep outs, made by the vandal knives of 
relio-hnnters, and fo prevent further 
depredations a polieeman keeps gaard 
nntil the official onatodians arrive. 


THK OAVSb 


A gavel for the permanent chairman, 
which has been presented by the mayor 
of Chicago, is on the desk. It is bean- 
tifol, twelve inches long, weighs thirty- 
three onnces, fifteen of which are silver 
and eight gold. 
The handle is nine 
inchea in length, solid silver, twisted, at 
the top of which are two escatcheons of 
the United States in gold and enamel. 
Above this is an American eagle, bear- 
ing on its back the gavel proper, which 
is silver, bearing npon it the names of 
the thirty-eight states of the Union. At 
the end is a heavy gold plate, upon 
one end of which is a three carat 
diamond and the arms of the state of 
Illinois and at the other end is engraved 
«'presented ,to the national republican 
convention of 1888 by his honor, the 
mayor, in behalf of the citiaens of Chi- 
cago." 
It has been sent with a letter 
from the mayor, which is to be read as 
seon as Mr. Estee, who is to be perma- 
nent chairman, has been chosen. 


TBB OONVKSNON OATHSBS. 


As the auditorium fills np the air be- 
gins to be oppressive, although the 
anditorinm has been found to be the 
coolest place in Chicago. 


A familiar figure circulating among 
delegates arouses the interest of the 
spectators. 
This is the big, jolly form 
and round, clean-shaven and good na- 
tured face of Col. Bobert O. Ingersoll, 
the man who in Cincinnati, twelve years 
ago, made one of the famous nominat- 
ing speeches of the country and gave to 
Blaine the title in most men's mouths 
now, '«The Plumed Knight." 


As the hour for the meeting of the 
convention approaches, the hall is full 
of rumors of the usual sort and general- 
ly unreliable. It is reported among the 
Blaine men that California has agreed 
to vote for Stanford on the preliminary 
ballots in order to save their efifeotive- 
ness for tbe Blaine movement at the 
time agreed npon. Mr. DeYoung, of 
California, says the Stanford story is 
not true. 


The clerks are busy about the chair- 
man's desk and the delegates talk and 
are as nnoomfortaole with the heat as 
possible, which is a great contrast from 
the condition of affairs yesterday. 


OAXIIILD TO OBDBB. 


The convention was called to order at 
12 JO by Chairman Thurston. 
Be v. 
Stephen A. Northrop, of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., offered prayer. 


A motion that the committee on per- 
manent organiaation be called upon to 
make a report was protested against by 
Harris, of North Carolina, becaose the 
committee on credentials had not been 
heard. 


The chair stated that there was a pre- 
cedent for receiving the report of the 
committee on permanent organization 
before the committee on credentials. 
He was informed that the committee on 
credentials were not ready to report un- 
til 8 o'clodc this evening. 


Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, moved to 
proceed 
to 
permanent organization, 
which was agreed to. 


Oovemor Foster, of Ohio, chairman 
of the oommittee on permanent organ- 
isation, then stepped npon the platform 
and read the unanimous report of the 
committee. 
He was given an enthusi- 
astic 
reeeption 
by 
the 
andience, 
and, 
as 
he 
stated 
that 
M. 
M. 
Estee, 
of 
California, 
was adected for permanent chairman, 
the convention oheering broke forth 
afresh. 
The report was adopted with- 
out dissent. The ehair appointed Gov. 
Foster, of Ohio, Senator Foley, of Ne- 
vada, and Mr. Geo. B, Sloan, of New 
York a committee to escort Mr. Estee to 
the platform. When Mr. Estee was in- 
trodnced, 
the convention applauded 
with enthasiasm. Mr. Estee said:

with foreign labor products. Cleveland's 
free trade sentiments and the effort of 
a democratic congress to change the 
tariff laws had been a perpetual men- 
ace to the industries of the country. 
He proceeded to give the figures of tbe 
exports and imports to show the result 
of this state of affairs. Another feature 
of the platform is the security to the 
voters. The democrats wilfully strangle 
suffhige in the interest of their party. 
When the ballot box is made to tell a 
lie, or is left empty and voiceless, our 
liberties are endangered. 
Beferring to 
Cleveland's civil service reform record, 
he said Cleveland had removed more 
men from office for political reasons 
than any one of his predecessors. 
He 
has vetoed more bills than all the other 
presidents 
from 
Washington 
down. 
His fiippant and illogical reasons are 
not worthy of the president of a great 
people. He has usurped the power prac- 
tically of making laws. His proposition 
to place wool and other farm products 
on the free list had been answered by 
the people of Oregon, but this was 
merely a battle along the skirmish line. 
The toiling millions of the country were 
not yet to the front 
»'Wait till No- 
vember," said he, "and we will hear 
from Cleveland's Appotomaz. 
Though 
the contest is a civic one the same 
forces are arrayed in 1888 as in 1861. The 
attack then 
was 
on 
the 
armies 
of 
the 
nation—now 
it 
is 
upon 
the 
industries 
of 
the 
country. 
On one side now, as then, is the solid 
south, the same northern doughfaces, 
the same British infiaence." 
Beferiug 
to the surplus in the treasury, he said: 
"There would be none if our debts were 
paid, if our ports were protected, our 
navy reconstructed, our rivers and har- 
bors improved, the necessary public 
buildings erected, or if the pension bills 
vetoed by the president had been allowed 
to become laws." He concluded by hop- 
ing the convention would act with wis- 
dom worthy of the highest approval. 


The chair then recognised 
Mayor 
Boche, of Chicago, who advanced to the 
platform with a silver gavel already de- 
scribed, which he said he had been in- 
structed to present to the convention on 
behalf of the citizens of Chicago. 


Mr. Charles A. Works, of Illinois, 
also presented the convention with a 
gavel made from a desk in a tannery, in 
Galena, 111., which was left by that si- 
lent soldier, U. S. Grant, when he took 
tbe 
field. 
The mention of General 
Grant's name was greeted with an oat- 
burst ot cheering which lasted several 
minutes. 


Chairman Payne, of the oomroittee on 
rules, presented a report 
The report 
adopts the rules of the house of repre- 
sentatives with some slight modification 
and makes the following order of busi- 
ness: 


First—Beport of the oommittee on 
credentials. 


Second—Beport of the oommittee on 
resolutions. 


Third—Naming the national oommit- 
tee. 


Fourth—Naming the candidates for 
president 
Fifth—Balloting. 
Sixth—Presentation of candidates for 
vice-president. 
Seventh—Balloting. 
The report also gives Dakota ten votes 
and Washington territory six votes and 
other territories and district of Colum- 
bia two each. 


It is reoommended that an efieotive 
committee consisting of nine members 
may be chosen by the national oommit- 
tee to oondact the affairs of the party. 


After a long disoussion and several 
amendments were offered and defeated, 
General Sewell, of New Jersey, oat the 
gordian knot with a motion to adopt tbe 
report of the oommittee as a whole, 
which motion was unanimously agreed 
to. 


The chair called for the report of the 
committee on credentials as the next or- 
der of business. 


Mr. Horr, of Michigan, moved that a 
recess be taken until 8 o'clock to-night. 
It was agreed to and at 2:10 p, m. the 
convention adjourned, 


THa VIBOIDIA OONTKST. 


The credential committee met in se- 
cret session, at 9 o'clock, this morning, 
and at once resumed consideration of 
the Virginia contest. 
After hearing 
briefly and without deolsion the claims 
of the delegates at large, the committee 
took up numerically the eight contested 
election districts, the First and Fourth 
not being contested. 
The Second, 
Third and Fifth districts had not pre- 
sented their respective claims, no vote 
being taken. 
The Mabone men are not 
hopeful of the committee deciding in 
their favor, but will carry the fight into 
the convention. 


The Credential Ooramlttee. 


8 p. v.—The credentials committee, 
by a large majority, voted to seat the 
Wise delegates in all the eight contested 
Virginia districts except the 
Ninth, 
leaving Mahone the First, Fourth and 
Ninth and tlie delegatea at large, and 
making the delegation stand, Wis^ U; 
Midione, 10.

candidates. Maine will give a vote to 
every candidate in the field. Vermont 
wiUvote for Sherman. 
Maasaohnsetts 
and New Hampshire will split 
Bhode 
Island will vote for Allison and Connec- 
ticut for Hawley. New York is solid for 
Depew, except John O'Brien, who de- 
clares he will vote for Blahie. New 
Jersey is for Phelps. Pennsylvania has 
thirty-five votes for Sherman, fifteen for 
Fitlerand ten scattering. Ohio ia for 
Sherman, Indians for Harrison, Michi- 
gan for Alger, Illinois for Gresham, 
Wisconsin for Busk, Iowa for Allison; 
Minnesota, ten votes for Gresham and 
four scattering; Kansas for Ingalls, Col- 
orado and Nevada doubtful, Oregon for 
Gresham and California for. Stanford. 
The south is divided between Sherman, 
Gresham, Depew and Hanison. 


An intelligent estimate of the first 
ballot shows eleven candidates, with 
votes about as follows: 
Sherman, 250; 
Gresham, 100; Depew, 100; Alger, 80; 
Harrison, 120; Allision, 50; Phelps, 18; 
Busk, 28; Ingalls, 14; Fitler, 15; Stand- 
ford, 16; This leaves twenty-five votes 
unaccounfed for. 
Missouri and Arkansas 
are still doubtful quantities. 


It is believed tLiere will be no material 
change from this estimate for a ballot or 
two, and it is thought the convention 
will then adjourn over night 
During 
the night some combinations will be 
made with a view to controlling the 
nomination the next day. 
At present 
writing the nomination of Depew ap- 
pears impossible. 
After this has been 
demonstrated in the balloting, Piatt will 
probably call away bis forces, number- 
ing twenty or twenty- five votes, and if a 
combination has been formed, throw 
them in. Warner Miller is expected to 
throw hia votes to Sherman. What De- 
pew will do when the moment comes for 
abandoning his own candidacy is one of 
the mysteries of the hour. An intimate 
friend of Depew's said: "If Depew can 
not be nominated I look to see him rise, 
and, in a theatrical manner, throw his 
votes to Blaine." Mr. Depew himself 
will be placed in nomination by Senator 
Hiscock. 


Jnst now one feet is pretty well settled, 
and that is the nomination of a soldier 
in one place or other. This fact mili- 
tates much against Allision, who other- 
wise is in good position. 
The opposi- 
tion of the Pacific states steadily weak- 
ens Sherman. Just now Harrison is in 
high favor. New England and New 
Jersey are leaning toward him, and it ia 
not impossihile that he will ultimately 
be made the choice of the combination 
of men spoken of. 


If the nomination comes to the west, 
it will probably go to Harrison, Alger or 
Gresham, and the chances of the three 
men are in the order named, 
Phelps is 
almost certain to be named vice presi- 
dent if the nomination comes west, and 
if Blaine or an eastern man is named, 
Governor Porter, of Indiana, or Alger 
will be taken. 
If Sherman should be 
compelled to fall back beaten. Governor 
Foraker will be sprung on the conven- 
tion and at tbe same time many of Sher- 
man's supporters will go to Gresham. 


Senator Qnay has a leaning toward 
Gresham, and many of the Gresham 
men are inclined toward the Ohio Sen- 
ator if their man can not be nominated. 
The Gresham managers have a card to 
play in a break from Harrison in the 
Indiana delegation, where they control 
nesrly one-third of the votes. 


The election of Estee for permanent 
chairman is construed as a Blaine vic- 
tory by the outsiders, but it is known to 
insiders to be the result of a trade by 
which California drops the Blaine boom, 
and in consideration of abandoning her 
intention cf throwing a fire brand into 
the convention, is given the honor of 
the chairman. 


Gone to Oppose Depew. 
iNDiANAPonis, Ind., June 20.—A car- 
load of Indianians, said to be headed by 
Gen. John Coburn, Dr. Levi Bitter, 
Capt Bieler and republicans of similar 
intensity are en route for Chicago to op- 
pose the nomination of Depew, claiming 
that he if a residuary legatee of Blaine, 
and his railroad connection makes him 
inimical to the labor interests; hence 
there is no possibility he can carry In- 
diana. 


It is further whispered that these 
gentlemen will also quietly boom Porter 
for the presidency, saying for him that 
he will be supported by both the Harri- 
son and Greeham factions, and that he 
has already demonstrated by his elec- 
tion as Governor that he can carry the 
state.

GRESHMTES. 


The Fort Wayne Gresham Clib Goes 
to the Windy Cily and Creates 
a SengatloB—Notea of 
the Trip. 


A majority of the Fort Wayne delega- 
tion which went to Cliioago returned 
home this morning. 
The sole object of 
the trip was to show to the men who 
have been so loudly proclaiming that 
Indiana is solid for Harrison that snch 
is not the case. India na is not solid for 
little Benny, and that fact was most vig- 
orously demonstrated yesterday and last 
night 


The Fort Wayne crowd went to Chi- 
cago to add impetus to the Gresham 
boom and the effect was magical. 
It 
was the first delegation to arrive, getting 
in about half-past seven, 
'fhe crowd 
was formed at the Madison street sta- 
tion of the Pittsburg road and every 
man was decorated with a Gresham 
badge, while a nnmber of transparencies 
and banners were stuck np all along the 
line, the head of the procession being 
marked by a huge erayon portrait of 
the popular 
presidential 
candidate. 
Headed by the City band this procession 
marched down Madison to Clark street 
and then down to the Grand Pacific, 
where the Greeham headquarters are. 


To say that the delegation was warm- 
ly received is putting it mildly. Gresh- 
am, personally, is the most popular of 
any of the candidates, the only trouble 
being that his popularity does not ex- 
tend to the delegates. In a case of this 
kind one delegate is more important 
than the voice of 1,000 people. The en- 
thusiasm created by the advent of the 
Fort Wayne crowd was unbounded. 
Cheer after cheer went up from the 
thousands of people who were already 
on the streets at that early honr, and all 
day the Fort Wayne headquarters at the 
Grand Pacific were thronged, and the 
appearance on the street of a Fort 
Wayne Greeham badge was the signal 
for an outburst of applause. The Fort 
Wayne crowd went to Chicago to create 
an impression, and in that they succeed- 
ed most admirably. 
They created an 
impression that the Harrison gang will 
remember for all time. 
Harrison's 
boom this morning much resembles a 
toy balloon after being severely stabbed 
with a carving knife, and it is safe to 
say that it will not be put on exhibition 
again. 


The Gresham parade last night was 
an imposing one. 
Of its length, THH 
SBirtniRi,'s representative who suw it is 
scarcely able to judge with any degree 
of accuracy, but it must at least have 
been a dozen squares in length. 
Prob- 
ably every state in the Union was rep- 
resented but the bulk of the marchers 
were from Indiana, with an occasional 
Chicago Gresham club thrown in. One 
of the most attractive features of the 
parade was the Lafayette delegation. 
They were about two hundred and fifty 
strong and their uniform was unique. 
Each man wore his working clothes and 
each carried a tin dinner bucket while a 
cheap straw hat labeled "Gresham, 
adorned each head and marked the 
unanimity of 
the delegation. 
This 
crowd preceded by the Fort Wayne 
crowd and the City band visited all the 
principal hotels on the south side where 
headquarters were established, and al< 
though they were always in the enemy's 
camp, they invariably were given gener- 
ous applause by even the opposition. 


The City band especially distinguished 
itself, and was the recipient of a thou- 
sand compliments. 
There were any 
number of bands on the street yester- 
day and from all quarters of the conu' 
try, but by consent the City band was 
named the finest on the street 
"Fort 
Wayne has the best street band I've 
heard for years," said Mr. Steiger, one 
of the veteran musicians of Chicago, to

INDIANA jlRGMIZED. 


Harmony Every libere and an Aggres- 
sive Campaign Under Way. 


INDIAWAPOIOB, June 20.—The demo- 
cratic state central committee, newly or- 
ganiied and as happy as a dam at high 
tide, hdd a meeting yesterday, which 
was attended by all the condidatee on 
the state ticket, with the exception of 
Congressman Matson, the nominee for 
governor. 


The meeting was for the purpose of 
exchanging viewa and arranging for 
what is intended to be an aggressive 
campaign, and the secretary, who is also 
a member of the *committee, reported 
that the party was better organised now 
than it was two years ago, and it was 
wholly harmonious—a condition which 
is new since the last vote in the state 
was taken. 


Tom Byrne, the nominee for treasur- 
er, reported that the republican quarrel 
in the south-western quarter of tbe 
state, being the Evansville district, had 
not been adjusted, and he regarded the 
democratio prospect as most excellent, 
no matter what might be done at Chica- 
go^ 


Professor GrifiSth, the nominee for 
the department of public instruction, 
stated that the republican plurality two 
years ago, when so many of the demo- 
cratic congressmen were having local 
troubles and when the party was em- 
broiled for several causes, was only four 
thousand, while four years ago the dem- 
ocratic plurality was eight thousand. 


Oiher candidates were equally hopeful, 
and M. J. Niblaek, of the committee, 
supplemented this by saying that in 
Southern Indiana the conventions are in 
the nature of "love feasts," and demo- 
cratic prospects were never brighter.

SOME BEMABKABLE SCICSDES. 


Strange and Ingenions Plans Adopted by 
Pernons Bent oa Self-I>estniotton. 


"I have made strange and tmnsual 
suicides a stndy for years,* said « 
gentleman to a party of friends, among 
-whom -was a New York Oraphic re- 
porter, "and I believe I can, without 
referring to my scrap-boDk, tell of 
more extraordinary cases from memory 
than any man in the party. 


"You all probably remembar," he 
continued, "the ingenuity exhibited by 
that young man in Connecticut a few 
years ago, who beheaded himseli 
It 
is one of the most remarkable cases in 
my collection. Tho lad was mentally 
unbalanced, but p<^esBed of an in 
•entive brain, which took a horrible 
form after melancholia set in, and made 
him determine to end his life. He 
rigged 
up a guillotine, using a sbarp- 
bladed broad-ax for the knifo, which 
he placed between two uprights, and 
weighted it on top with 300 pounds ol 
scrap-iron. To the top of the ax (the 
broad side) he attached a rope, which 
ran up to the roof of the bam, through 
a pulley and down to the floor, where 
it was made fast, holding the ax in 
place about seven feet from the base oi 
the uprights. 
A watering-can was 
placed within eight inches of this rope, 
and between uprights and delicately 
balanced. 
In the nozzle of the can he 
put a lighted caudle, and under the 
nozzle, and fastened to it, a two-pound 
weight. He bored a small hole in the 
bottom of the can, and after filling it 
with water tied a sponge saturated with 
chloroform under his nose and put his 
neck under the ax. In about fifteen 
minutes the water run out of the can, 
which tilted forward owing to the 
weight under the nozzle, and the flame 
of the candle touched the rope. In 
five minutes more the rope was burned 
through, the strands parted and down 
crashed the ax. 
The insensible victim 
was instantly beheaded. 


"A case of great deliberation was that 
of a German shoemaker in Philadel- 
phia, who bared his breast, located his 
tieart by the pulsation, and, placing the 
handle of an awl against the wall, 
slowly pressed his body against the 
point until the instrument punctured 
the vital organ and caused death. 


"Maria Bonheur, a French 
woman, 
in New Orleans drowned herself in a 
small pail of water in 1876. She 
placed the bucket on the floor, and, 
stretching herself face downward on a 
bed, put her head in the water and re- 
mained in that position until she died. 


"On Black Friday a broker crossed 
in an East River ferry-boat. 
When in 
mid-river channel he took from his 
pocket two grains of strychnine, which 
he swallowed. 
Then he mounted the 
rail, and, as he jumped into the river, 
he blew out his brains with a bull-dog 
revolver. 


"It is a very rare thing to hear of ^ 
colored person committing suicide, but 
down in Charleston a mulatto killed 
himself by eating nearly half a poun^ 
of powdered glass. 


"Up in the oil country in Pennsyli 
vania an investor who had lost all he 
possessed in trying to start a paying 
well, became despondent and deter<> 
mined to end himself eifectually. He 
got a six-pouud can of nitro-glycerin^ 
and pounded it with a hammer. 
Ther^ 
wasn't enough of him found to be put 
into a pint measure. 


"A crazy farmer in South 
Caroling 
had a terribly vicious horse and con- 
ceived the novel idea of using the ani- 
mal as the agent uf hiti self-duBlructlon, 
He lay down in the stall and was kicked 
to death in ten minutes. 


"Emil Schoer, a prospector in the 
Black Hills, became tired of semi- 
starvation and no gold, and, begging 
all the money he could, made his way 
to a big log-mill near Denver. 
He de- 
liberately out himself in half with a 
huge buzz-saw. 


"A remarkable case was that of a 
French seronaut named Paille, who left 
a note with his affianced telling her to 
meet him at a certain place, from 
whence he intended to make an as- 
cension. 
She was at the rendezvous, 
and, after kissing her good-by, Paille 
cut the ropes of the balloon and was 
soon soaring upward. 
At an elevation 
of 2,000 feet he was seen to clamber 
over the edge of the basket and kiss his 
hand to the crowd. 
A moment's pause 
and he leaped out and was d a s h ^ to 
pieces.

Tbe Suez Canal. 


After several years of fruitless nego- 
tiation, England and France have con- 
cluded a convention, or agreement, re- 
latiag to the use of the famous Suez 
Canal ia time of war. 


The long artificial waterway—one of 
the most brilliant triumphs of modern 
engineering — greatly 
shortens the 
water route between Europe and Asia, 
and hen09 it has always been of high 
importance to England, in view of her 
> ast possessions in the East, to keep 
tuntrol of it, or at least to see that 
t did not fall under the control of any 
other European power. 
England not 
only holds more than one third of the 
share of the canal—176,602, out of 396,- 
84:5—but her subjects possess many of 
its bonds. 
Nearly five-sixths of the 
vessels, moreover, which pass to and 
fro through the canal on their errands 
of commerce, fly the British flag. Yet, 
further, England holds, at present, the 
military possession of Egypt through 
the territory of which the canal passes. 


Wore a war to break out between En- 
gland and Eussia—an 
event which 
never seems improbable—it would be 
very essential to British interests that 
her men-of-war and transports should 
make their way to India by way of the 
Suez Canal; for, if that were closed to 
them, they would have to go round 
Africa, doubling the Cape of Good 
Hope, as all vessels from European 
ports l)ound for India used to do be- 
fore the Suez Canal was opened to 
navigation. Sap^li^Jf India or Afghan 
istan to be tte seat of such a war, it 
would be necessary for England to 
roach it with her home troops and sup- 
plies as soon as possible, and this is the 
chief military reason why England is 
bound to maintain such a control in the 
canal as she at present haa 


The iiiterest of Frjince in the canal 
is that it was built by a great French 
engineer, M. de Lesseps; that it was a 
French enterprise, mainly constructed 
by French capital; that the French still 
retain a large financial and some com- 
mercial aud military stake in it, and 
that France is jealous of English as- 
cendancy in Egypt, and could not be 
willing that England should obtain 
complete political control of the canal. 


The convention, or agreement, which 
has just been made between the two 
powers, provides for what is called the 
"neutralization" of the canal in time of 
war. 
That is, the canal, in such an 
event, is not to be closed, but is to be 
open equally to the war-iieets of all na- 
tions. But while men-of-war and trans- 
ports are to be allowed in time of war 
to pass through it, all acts of war, 
either in the canal itself, on its banks, 
or at its two outlets, are forbidden by 
tbe convention. 
Neither of the com- 
batants can "either disembark, or take 
up in fho cannl, or in th« ports of en- 
trance, Suez or Port Said, troops, mu- 
nitions, or material of war." Nor can 
the warships of one belligerent attack 
those of his enemy either in the canal 
itself, or within a certain distance, to 
be hereafter determined, of the ports 
of entrance. 


If there is any violation of tha canal 
under these conditions, the Khedive of 
Egypt may adopt the necessary meas- 
ures to see that its neutrality is pro- 
tected; or, if he is not ablo to protect 
the canal, his suzerain, the Sultan of 
Turkey, may be called upon to do so, 
in concert with the other European 
powera 
Besides, in case of any rising 
or rebellion in Egypt, the Khedive is 
allowed by the convention to make use 
of the canal, in warlike operations, for 
the defence of his dominions. 
But he 
cannot use it in a war with any of the 
European powers. In case war vessels, 
in a period of war between European 
powers, enter the canal, they cannot 
make it merely a haven of refuge. They 
must not anchor and remain in it, but 
m ijst pass through it without stopping. 


This convention ensures to England 
the right to use the canal freely in 
transporting troops and munitions by 
the shorter route to her great ports in 
the East; and is a signal triumph oi 
her diplomacy.—I owi/t's 
Companion.

An Old Miner's Tales. 


"There are many strange things con- 
nected with the Comstock 
Mines," 
•aid an old resident of Virginia City. 
"Yoti must remember that while the 
main workings extend from the north 
of Gold Hill to Virginia, and below, a 
distance of three miles, there is a total 
of 252 miles of tunnels, drifts, stopes, 
tumps, qaips and turns, making tke 
interior workings as a tot^ 
ThiA of 
it, 252 miles; farHier by lir tRau fíom 
the Golden Gate to the If evada kne, 
and farther than across the great State 
of New York. 
Why, look around a lit- 
tle. 
You might go as ffer from Wash- 
ington, D. C., as to Baltimore and back 
again, and you wouldn't be much more 
than 
half 
through the Comstock. 
Then when you think of the great 
depth of these mines, the gigantic, in- 
comprehensible weight of the mass 
resting upon the timbers, and the trav- 
eling mountain, in which are these 
mines and on which is Virginia f ity, 
you involve propositions again that 
have stumped the deepest thinkers. 
For instance, queer polished sticks, as 
smooth as mahogany and no thicker 
than my cane are eveiv once in a while 
being tiaken out of the old workings. 
They are as hard and 
heavy as iron, 
and a knife will not make a mark on 
them. 
Now, what are they? 
Origin- 
ally they were twelve-inch solid tim- 
bers, and the millions of t<'ns bearing 
upon them in all directions, perpendic- 
ularly as well as laterally, for it is 
only in this way that the mines can be 
timbered, have pressed tliem to this 
shape. 
They are found sometimes in 
bits, sometimes in long pieces, taken 
out where caves have occurred and the 
workings displaced. 
No known mech- 
anism at present, nor in any age of the 
past, so far as history recounts, has 
such power to compress and work mar- 
vels with wood. 
The silent old mine 
has stumped the scientists. 
You have 
asked if it is really true that Mount 
Davidson is slowly traveling eastward, 
with the town of Virginia on her back 
and her mines within. It is true, and 
this again has set our ablest men to 
scratching their heada 
By the careful 
estimates of engineers Virginia City 
has traveled 
down hill ten feet in 
liftoon years, or aboiit tWO-thirds of a 
foot a year. It is concluded that it is 
owing to the vast underground work- 
inga 
But just how it is done is prob- 
lematical. At any rate, however, the 
people of Virginia City are not afraid 
of the trip they are taking. 
They have 
been with it too long to get alarmed 
about it now. 
In the consolidated Vir- 
ginia and California mines of tbe Com- 
stock was another strange thing, too, 
that for a long time 
caused much 
deep study and a vast exjiendituce of 
money. The fiies that broke out there 
on the láOU-foot level years ago and 
burned for years seemed inextinguish- 
able. 
Every known means was tried. 
There was a largo body of superior ore 
there, as many will remember, ancTthe 
owners were anxious to get it. 
It was 
no use, so they put in seven solid feet 
of a bulk-head and shut it up. It burned 
ioT seven years, and it was only a year 
ago that carbonic gas was injected by 
means of costly machinery aud the 
hidden ñres put'out 
The gas in there 
was so deadly that not a man could ap- 
proach it as it was escaping. It would 
have been instant death. 
Now the best 
ore of the consolidated Virginia and 
California is coining out of that place 
where the unseen fires long raged.— 
¿ian Francisi-o Ej'inn'tne.r. 


YorK iK'tcctives. 


Detectives are being used more and 
more every day, says a New York letter 
writer. 
Not only are they employed 
regularly in halls, rostaurants, in banks 
and in big offices, but they are also en- 
gaged by clubs, theaters, stores, and 
for private housea 
For years, night 
and day, a detective has paced up and 
down in front of Stewart's marble pal- 
ace on Fifth Avenue, and at least a 
dozen other private families employ 
them. 
One man is on guard during the 
day and another at night. At all big 
dinners, raceptions, and balls detectives 
are engaged to keep an eye on visitors, 
and wedding presents are never exhib- 
ited now except in the presence of a 
detective. 
These men are furnished by 
private detective agencies, or by the 
police department. 
They api)ear in 
full evening dress aud mingle freely 
with the guests. 
They are paid liber- 
ally for their services. 


Ladies that wear expensive jewelry, 
like Mra 
Hicks-Lord. Mrs. Coleman 
Drayton, Mra Louise Hammersley. tin 
Vanderbilts, and others employ private 
detectives to accompany them to and 
from places of amusement, dinners,and 
receptions, and also to watch them 
while they are in public.

The African Slaye Trade. 


The cruel part of the slave trade is 
the march across Central Africa from 
the Soudan. 
"When a sufficient number 
of slaves have been caught to form a 
caravan the miserable procession starts 
acrods the desert. 
Each slave has to 
carry his or her own gourd of water 
and provisions of dried dates from sta- 
tion to station, and to make the weary 
journey on foot. In the forests and 
bush of equatorial Africa they are 
yoked or tied together, but in the 
sandy wastes of the Sahara they ars 
not chained or maucled; for, should ^ 
they try to escape, there is nowhera 
but the desert for them to go, and they 
would have to throw away their bur- 
dens of food and water, so that a cer- 
tain and lingering death would be the 
only restilt of gaining their freedom. 
At different points on the route parts 
of the caravan branch off from the main 
body and strike northward across the 
desert for Tripoli, Tunis, or the inte- 
rior of Algeria, until the caravan arrives ^ 
at Timbuctoo, 
From this great cen- 
tral mart they turn northward to Cape 
Juby, where the Northwest African 
Trading Company attempted to found 
a station on a small island just off the 
coast to tap the Sultan's trade with the 
interior and Timbuctoo, and would no 
doubt have been successful had not the 
Sultan sent several thousand troops to 
occupy the cape, with strict instructions 
to fire on any one who attempted to 
land. 
From Cape Juby to Morocco is 
but a short march, and then ihe slaves 
are distributed anions the inland towns, 
and are sold by public auction to a life 
of comparative ease and comfort. Of 
the long trains that leave Darfour and 
the Soudan for Morocco, not more than 
40 per cent reach the Sultan's domin- 
ions ; the rest have fallen by the way, 
victims to the sun, to hunger and 
thirst, to blows and privations of every 
kind. If the horrors of this march 
across thousands of miles of desert are 
to be put an end to they must be 
stopj)ed at the fountain-heacL 
Nothing 
can bo done in ^Morocco; but slavery 
there is not of the Legreo or Uncle 
Tom type, which is the only one that 
English minds can comprehend: the 
slaves are well fed and well treated, 
and most European governments would 
lay themselves open to obvious retorts 
did they 
interfere to change the 
slaves' condition. 
It is at the com- 
mencement of this journey of death 
that the cure must be effected. 
When 
Gordon swept the province of Darfour 
the slave-hunters found their occnpa- \ 
tion gone, and their hitherto profitable 
calling was changed to one of danger > 
and doubtful remuneratiim; but when 
we abandoned Gordon at Khartoum wo 
abandoned all attempts to check the 
slave trade in Central Africa. 
But the 
Soudan is a long way off and Africa is 
still the dark continent; and so we left 
the long caravans to once more plod 
their deadly path across the desert, and ^ 
we passed on either side, content to 
chase a few dhows in the lied Sea for ^ 
the saving of our consciences.—Illus- 
trated London Xew.^.

The Suez canal. 


After several years of fruitless nego- 


tiation, England and 1'ranoa have con- 
ulmltiil a convention, or agroomont, re- 
iatiug to tho UGO of the famous Sues 
Canal iu time of wur. 
*" 


The long artificial waterway— one of 


;lia most- brilliant trininpiis of modern, 
engineering — greatly 
uhortens the 


water route between Europe and Asia, 
nad honoa it has always been of high 
importance to England, ia view of her 
vast possessions ia the East, to keep 
Control of it. or at lesat to see that 
t did iiot fall under the control of any 
itber European power. England not 
siily iolds more than one third of the 
share of the canal— 170,002, out of 39G,- 
845— but her anbjeots poauees many oi 
Its bonds. 
Nearly five-sixths of the 


voasela, moreover, which pass to and 
fro through the canal on their errands 
of commerce, ily tbe British flag. Yet, 
farther, England holds, at present, the 
military possession of Egypt through 
the territory of which the canal passes. ' 


Were a war to break ont between En- 


gland and Russia— an event which 
never seems improbable — it would be 
very essential to British interests that 
her men-of-war and transports should 
make their way to India by way of the 
Suez Caiial; for, if that were closed to 
thorn, they would have to go round 
Africa, doubling tho Capo of Good 
Hope, as all vessels from European 
ports bonnd for India used to do be- 
fore the Suez Canal was opened to 
navigation. BnpAriinftlndia or Afghan* 
iatim to be the Teat of such a war, it 
would be necessary for England to 
reach it with bar Lome troops and sup- 
plies us soon as possible, and this is the 
chief military reason why England la 
bound to maintain such a control in the 
canal as she at present baa. 


The interest of France in the canal 


is that it was built by a great French 
engineer, M. de Lesseps; that it was i 
French, enterprise, mainly conatractec 
by French capital; that tho French still 
retain a large financial and some com* 
mercial and military stake in it, and 
thnt France in jealous of English as- 
cendancy in Egypt, and could not bo 
willing that England should obtain 
complete political control of the canal. 


Tbo convention, or agreement, which 


baa just been made between tbe two 
powers, provider for what is called the 
"neutralization" of tho canal in time o 
war. 
That is, the canal, in raoh an 


event, is not to be closed, but is to be 
open equally to tho war-fleet* of all na- 
tions. But while men-of-war and trans- 
ports are to be allowed in time of war 
to pass through it, all arts of war, 
cither in tbo canal itaolf. on it* banks 
or at il« two outlets, are forbidden, bv 
tbe convention. Neither of the com- 
batants can "either disembark, or take 
np in thai cuml, or in thn ports of en- 
trance, Suez or Port Said, troops, mu- 
nitions, or material of war." Nor can 
the wanhips of one belligerent attach 
those of his enemy either in tho eanal 
itself, or within a certain distance, to 
be hereafter determined, of the ports 
of entrance. 


If there is any violation of the canal 


under those conditions, tbo Khedive of 
Egypt may adopt the necessary meus- 
nros to MOO that its neutrality is pro* 
tooted; or, if be is not ablo to protect 
tho canal, his suzerain, tho Bnltun ol 
Turkey, may bo called upon to do BO, 
in concert with tbo other European 
powers. Besides, in case of any rising 
or rebellion in Egypt, the Khedive is 
allowed by the convention to mako use 
of tbo canal, in warlike operations, for 
the defence of his, dominions. But ha 
cannot use it in a war with any of tha 
European powers. In caso war venselii, 
in a period of war between European 
powers, outer the canal, they cannot 
make it merely a haven of refuge. They 
muat not anchor and remain in it, but 
njijet pans through It without stopping. 


Tliis convention ensures to England 


the right to use the canal freely in 
transporting troops and munitions by 
tho shorter route to her groat ports in 
tbe East; and in a signal triumph of 
her diplomacy. — Youth's Companion,

An OIH Miner's talcs. 


"Thpre aro many strange things con* 


fleeted with the Oomatock Mines," 
laid an old resident of Virginia City. 
"Yoit most remember that while the 
main workings extend from the north 
of Gold Hilt to Virginia, and below, a 
distance of three miles, there is a total 
of 252 miles of tunnels, irifte, atopos, 
anmps, qaips and tarns, making, up the 
interior, -workings as a. total TEii ol 
it, 252 miles; farther by ftr tlau ftom 
the Goldeii Gate to the Nevada Kne, 
and farther than across the great State 
of New York. 
Why, look around a lit- 


tle. You might go as far from Wash 
ington, P. C., as to Baltimore and book 
again, and you wouldn't lie nmch more 
than 
half through the Comstock. 


Then when you think of tho grea 
depth of tliose mines, tbe gigantic, in 
comprehensible weight of tbe mass 
resting upon tbe timbers, and tho trav 
cling mountain, in which are these 
mince and on wluch is Virginia City 
you involve propositions again tha 
have stamped tho deepest thinkers. 
For instance, queer polished sticks, as 
smooth as mahogany und no tbicke 
than my cane ore overj once in a while 
being taken ont of tho old workings. 
They are M hard and tw heavy as iron 
and a knife will not make a mark on 
them. Now, what ore they? Origin 
ally they were twelve-inch solid tim 
bers, and the millions of tons bearing 
upon them in all directions, perpendic- 
ularly as well BB laterally, for it i 
only in this way that tho mines can be 
timbered, have pressed them to thi 
shape. They aro found sometimes in 
bits, sometimes in long pieces, taken 
ont where caves have occurred and tbe 
workings displaced.

The African Slave Trade. 


The crnel part of the slave trade ia 


tbe march across Central Africa from 
the Soudan. When a sufficient number 
of slaves have been caught to form a 
caravan the miserable procession start* 
* 


across the desert Each slave has to 
carry his or her own gourd of water 
and provisions of dried dates from sta- 
tion to station, and to make tbe weary 
journey on foot 
In the forests and 


bush of equatorial Africa they are 
yoked or tied together, bat in the 
' 


sandy wastes of the Sahara they are 
not chained oz mancled; for, should 
they try to escape, there is nowhere 
but tho desert for them to go. and they 
would have to throw away their bur- 
dens of food and water, so that a cer- 
tain and. lingering death- would be the 
only result of gaining their freedom. 
At different points on the route porta 
of the caravan branch off from the main 
t, 


body and strike northward across tbe 
desert for Tripoli, Tunis, or the inte- 
rior of Algeria, until the caravan arrives 
j 


at Timbnctoo. From this great cen- 
tral mart they turn northward to Cape 
Juby, where the Northwest African 
Trading Company attempted to found • 
ft station on s small island just off the 
coast to tap the Sultan's trade with th* 
interior and Timbnctoo, and would no 
doubt have boon successful had not the 
Sultan sent noveral tnonsmnd troops to 
occupy tho cape, with strict instructions 
to fire on any one who attempted to 
land. From Cape Jnby to Morocco is 
but s short march, and then the slaves 
aro distributed among the inland town*, 
and are sold by public auction to a life 
of comparative case and comfort. Of 
tho long trains that leave Darfonr and 
tho Soadaa for Morocco, not more than 
40 por cent reach tho Sultan's domin- 
ions; tho rest have fallen by the way, 
victims to the sun, to hunger and 
thirst, to blows and privations of every 
kind. If the horrors of this march 
across thons&nds of miles of desert are 
to be put on end to tboy must be 
otopjwd at the fountain-hood. Nothing 
can bo done in Morocco; but slavery 
there in not of tho Logroo or Unolo 
Tom type, which is tho only one that 
English minds can comprehend: tbe 
.laves are well fed and well treated, 
and most European governments would
